1. GENERAL DESCRIPTION OF BILLET:

This position is located within the Coastal and Arctic Research Division of NOAA's PMEL. The lab's Fisheries-Oceanography
Coordinated Investigation program is a long-term, inter-disciplinary, international effort undertaken in cooperation between
PMEL and Alaska Fisheries Science Center scientists. FOCI's goal is to understand the influence of the environment on
recruitment of various commercially valuable fish and shellfish stocks in Alaskan and Arctic waters. The officer is responsible
for performing tasks contributing to the successful research effort and administration of the FOCI program. Basic tasks
include design implementation, and maintenance of software for the acquisition, processing, analysis and display of
environmental data; assistance to the FOCI Coordinator with administration of programmatic elements; performance of
research under supervision of project investigators; and coordination of FOCI field operations.
